Some Heads Were Broken and Windo 
Smashed During Big Demonstration by 
Those Out of Work in English Cities 


LONDON, Oct. 13—Rritain’s unemployment crisis was responsible for notable demonstrations 
today in London, Sheffield and Manchester. More than 20,000 unemployed participated in the London 
demonstration, which lasted from mid-afternoon until after dark, but which, owing to exceptional pre- 
paratory measures by the police, passed off with only a few heads broken and some window smashing. 

The demonstrators were prevented from invading Whitehall, but a deputation consisting of five 
men and one woman describing itself as the ‘‘admjnistrative council of national unemploymet 
passed through the police lines and admitted to Premier Lloyd George’s official residence in Downing 
Street. The premier had gone out and so two of his secretaries received the deputation. 

The deputation remained in the premier’s residence for half an hour, and upon emerging the 
spokesman told the press that he had nothing to report, but added: ‘‘As far as it goes, we are satis-
